It was not the first time the R-100 
had experienced trouble with its 
fabric skin. On its first. extended 
flight over England the fabric tore 
on the tail surfaces and the rear por- 
tion of the ship was rather exten- 
sively remodelled in an effort to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the mishap. 

' The ship stopped over the Island 
of Orleans for two hours while re- 
pairs were made to the damaged 
fabric on her fin.

velope. Captain Henry St.. Martin,
